L Beit enacted, by the Senate and Bouse of Representa¬

tives, now net arid sùtwn in General Assembly, and by the
authority of the same, That it shall not bc lawful for any
person, except a pilot or public officer, to board or at¬

tempt to board a Teasel arriving in the port or harbor of
Charleston, beforo such vessel shall have been mode fast
to the wharf, without first obtaining eave lrorn the mas¬

ter or person having charge of such vessel, or from her
owner or agents.
IL It shall not bo lawful for any owner, agent, master,

or other person having charge of any vessel arriving or

being in the port of Charleston, io permit or authorize
any sailors, hotel or boarding house Keeper, not licensed
as hereinafter provided, or any agent, runner or em¬

ployee ol any sailor'J or immigrant's hotel or boarding
house, to board, or attempt to board, any vessel arriving
in, or ¡ymg, or teing m tho harbor or port ot Charleston,
before such vessel shall have been mode fast to the wharf,
or anchored, with intent to invite, ask or solicit the
boarding of any of the crew employed on such vessel.
UL lt shall not bo lawful for any sailor's or immi¬

grant's hotel or boarding house keeper, or the employee
of any sailor's or immigrant's hotel or boarding house

keeper, having boarded any vessel mode fast to any wharf
in the port of Charleston, to neglect or refuse to leavo
said vessel, after having boen ordered so to do by the
master or person having charge of such vessel.

duct or carry on, either as owner, proprietor, agent or

otherwise, any sailor's or immigrant's boarding house,
or sailor's or immigrant's hotel, in the city ot Charleston,

cense, to invite, ask or solicit m the city or harbor of
Charleston, the boarding or lodging of any of the crew

employed on any vessel, or of any immigrant arriving In
the said city of Charleston.

of Charleston, and to invite and solicit boarders for the
same.
VIL The City Council may, upon satisfactory evidence

of the disorderly character of any sailors' or immigrants'
hotel or boarding house, licensed as hereinbefore pro¬
vided, or of tho keeper or proprietor of any such house,
or of any force, fraud, deceit or misrepresentation, In in¬

viting or soliciting boarder, or lodgers for such house,
on the part of auch keeper or proprietor, or any of his

agents, runners, or employees, or of any attempt to per¬
suade or entice any of tho crew to desert irom any vessel
in the harbor of Charleston, by such keeper or proprie¬
tor, or any of bia agents, runners or employees, revoke

the license for keeping such house.
VTJLI. Every person receiving the license hereinbefore

provided for shall pay to the City Council aforesaid the
sum oftwenty dollars.

IX. The said City Council shall furnish to each sailor's
or immigrant's hotel or boarding house keeper, licensed
by them aa aforesaid, one or more badges or shields, on

which sliall be printed or engraved the name of such
hotel or boarding house keeper, and the number and
street of his hotel or boarding house; and which said
badges or ssdaida shall be surrendered to said City Coun¬
cil upon the revocation by them, or expiration of any
license granted by them, as herein provided.

X. Every sailor's or lminigraut'a hotel or boarding¬
house keeper, and every agent, runner or employee of
snob hotel or boarding-house keeper, when boarding any
vessel in the harbor of Charleston, or when inviting or

soliciting the boarding or lodging of any seaman, sailor
aw person employed on any vessel, or of any immigrant,
shall wear, conspicuously displayed, the shield or badge
referred to in the foregoing section.
XL It shall not be lawful for any person, except those

named in tho preceding section, to Lavo, wear, exhibitor
display any such shield or badge to any of the crew em¬

ployed on any vessel, or to any immigrant so arriving in

the city of Charleston, with the Intent to invito, ask or

solicit the boarding or lodging of such immigrant or ol

any of the crew employed oa any vessel being in the
harbor of Charleston.
TIT. Whoever shall offend against any or either of the

provisions contained in section 1, 2,3, if6,10 and ll, in
thia Act, shall be deemed guilty ol a muderaoanor, and
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by imprison¬
ment for a term not exceeding ono year, and not les.
than thirty days, or by a fino not exceeding two hundred
and fifty dollars, and not less than one hundred dollars,
or by both auch fine and imprisonment
XTTT The word "Teasel," as used in this Act, shall in¬

clude vessels propelled by steam.

AH ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE CLEANSING OF PRIVIES
AMD VAULTS IM THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITT.
I. Be lt Ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen, That

from and after the ratification of this Ordinance, it shall
not be lawful for any person to cleanse or remove the
contents of Vaults er Privies within the Umita of the
city, without having previously obtained a license for the
same; all such licensee to expire on the 31st December
of every year, and be subject to all requirements impos¬
ed by Ordinances regulating tho granting of Licenses for
Drays and Carts.
IX That the use of Barrels In open Carts and Wagons

is prohibited, and parties applying for License will be re

quired to provide closed Carts suitable for the purpose.
UL AU persons having such License shall repoit at

ono ofth Guard Houses, during the day, his or their in¬
tention u Io such work during the ensuing night; in the
Lower Wards such report to be made to tho Main O uar 1
House, in the Upper Warda to Upper Guard House.
IV. The place or places for tho deposit of Buch offil

shall be designated from time to time by the Mayor.
V. Every owner or driver of mich Licensed Cart or

any other person who shall violate any of tbs provisions
of thia Ordinance, or shall neglect o.- refuse to obsenv
the same, or any of them, shall forfeit and pay for each
offence a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars, to be en

forced by the Mayor in his Court, or recovered in any
other Court of competent jurisdiction.
